Dina Hunter, challenger in the Upland City 
Council race, assured two public service groups 
Wednesday that she will give up her post as 
president of the Upland school board — when 
elected to the council. 

“If elected to the ber Council,” Hunter told 
Upland Rotarians, “I will resign my seat on the 
school board.” 


The five candidates for Upland City Council had 


a marathon campaign day with forums before the 
Upland-Foothill Kiwanis in the mornin and the 
Upland Rotary Club in the afternoon. dates’ 
remarks. at each address were nearly identical, but 
the clubs’ questions were not. 

Hunter told Kiwanians in her opening address 
that she was “‘prepared”’ to give up her school board 
seat if elected. But that was not direct enough for 
one club member, who asked, ‘‘Does that mean you 
will positively give it up?”’ 

“Yes,” Hunter responded. ‘“‘You can say it 100 
different ways’ maybe the best approach is the 
direct approach.” She applied her own advice at the 
afternoon meeting, offering a more direct state- 
ment. 

Other club members posed direct questions. One 
challenged an earlier statement by candidate Hank 


Houston, who. told members of the Upland Chamber:

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Counseling service

As the area continues to grow, so do the services 
provided by the West End Family Counseling 
Service agency, which showed a 42 percent increase 
during the past year. 

Over 7,600 total patient interviews were conduct- 
ed during the 1981 year reported Joyce Frevert, 
president of the board of directors. This is compared 
to 5,384 interviews in 1980. 

This ‘significant increase in services” was cited 


by Mrs. Frevert during the WEFCS annual meeting - 


held recently in Aita Auditorium at San Antonio 
Community Hospital. 

Not only have the agency’s services grown, but 
so has the staff with addition of counselors and a 
new part-time assistant director. 

“Our outpatient mental health services are pri- 


« mary, however, additional programs of service to 
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= the community also have been conducted,” she said, 


citing participation in the West Valley Positive 
Parenting Network, providing office space to the 
Jewish Family Service, helping House of Ruth to 


establish a shelter and operating a program for . 


parents who have lost a child, called Parentings 
Accepting Loss. 

She said the board hopes in the coming year to 
expand the base of support so that new programs for 
children, adolescents and older adults may be 
instituted. 

“Plans to meet that goal already are in process,” 
she said. 

Dr. C. Richard Mitchell is executive director of 
the agency, and Jane Totman is assistant director. 
There are 16 other counselors, therapists, interns, 
psychologists and psychiatrists who counsel clients 
through the WEFCS agency. 

Support revenue comes from West End United 
Way, A.I.D., Short-Doyle Funds, interest, contribu- 
tions and memberships and program service fees. 

For the total of 7,665 patient interviews, there 
were 610 new cases, 282 carried over cases and 103 
reactivated ones. The problems of these clients 
ranged from marital, personal and child oriented to 
emotional and being on probation. 

The average age of a client was 32 for a male and 
29 for a female. Average income was $1,114 with an 
average fee collected per visit of $13.20. 

Dr. Mitchell gave special recognition to Mrs. 
Frevert for a professional promotion she has in the 
probation department. 

“The work of the agency takes place because of 
individuals who help,” he said, paying a special 
tribute to Beatrice Bryan, administrative assistant 
of finances, and Renee Putman, administrative 
assistant of professional services. 

The executive director announced that a new logo 
had been struck for the agency and presented pins 
of this logo to the board members. 

A special plaque with the logo was presented by 
Dr. Mitchell to the West End United Way with 
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Jackie Jeffery, current board president, accepting. 
A special presentation also was made to the San 
Bernardino County Department of Mental Health. 
The WEFCS has been a contract agency with the 
department for 10 years. 

Recognizing support in the community, Dr. 
Mitchell cited contributions by Best Products for 
financial gifts, presenting a plaque to Steve Schroe- 
der, and the mission funds of the Westminster 
Presbyterian Church in Ontario with the Rev. David 
Anderson accepting the plaque. 

Arthur D. Bachtel was given special recognition 
for his many years of service to the agency. He 
retired as a board member after serving three 
terms as treasurer. 

Officers and board of directors members were 
elected by the membership during the business 
meeting.

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Supervisors approve law 
center’s design, funding

The Board of Supervisors approved a 
design scheme and financing plan for 
an 18courtroom, $32 million law and 
justice center in Rancho Cucamonga 
Tuesday. 

Their approval came amid pleas 
from the undersheriff for a new jail 
and some confusion over whether ex- 
isting courts will be retained in Ontar- 


io. 

Undersheriff Floyd Tidwell said the 
Sheriff’s Department is opposed to 
construction of holding cells in the new 
courthouse basement, which he assert- 
ed would not meet the state Depart- 
ment of Corrections’ standards, instead 
of planning a new jail. 

Tidwell warned supervisors that ov- 
ercrowding as in the county’s main 
security jail in San Bernardino has led 
to federal court orders to disperse 
prisoners. 

He said prisoners are sleeping on the 
jail floor in the windowless structure 
built in 1972 that houses 633 prisoners. 

Of the 40,000 prisoners taken into 
custody this year in the county, Tidwell 
reported half were booked and initially 
held in Ontario’s West End Jail. Eight 
West End police agencies book prison- 
ers there. He said a recent addition to 
the outdated 38person holding tank 
built in Ontario in 1965 was cited by the 
fire marshal. 

Using population charts indicating 
1,100 people will be in custody on a 
daily basis within the county by 1987, 
Tidwell lobbied for a 300-person jail on 
the law and justice center site, which 
he said would reduce personnel and

transportation costs. 

“‘We’re not arguing much about the 
real need,’’ agreed Supervisor Robert 
Hammock, “‘but (about) financing.” 

Architects disputed Tidwell’s charge, 
saying basement detention cells in the 
new site do meet corrections stan- 
dards, but were not designed for hold- 
ing prisoners overnight. 

Presiding Superior Court Judge Pat- 
rick Morris objected to a recommenda- 
tion to retain existing Superior and 
Municipal Courts located at Sixth 
Street and Mountain Avenue in Ontar- 
io. 
“J hate to see some maneuvering,” 
Morris said, ‘‘such as let’s not com- 
plete the top floor’’ of the new facility 
by retaining the old. 

Before eliminating the 10-court West 
Valley facility, Second District Super- 
visor Cal McElwain said he will wait to 
learn the consequences of closing On- 
tario’s courts on the cities of Chino and 
Fontana. McElwain’s district includes 
Fontana and Rancho Cucamonga. 


Last May, Ontario’s City Council did 
adopt a resolution asking the county to 
continue court operations within the 
city’s boundaries and not abandon the 
site. 

Instead of voting to retain the 
present courts, supervisors put off the 
recommendation until the full board 
convenes. Fourth District Supervisor 
Robert Townsend, whose district in- 
cludes Ontario, was absent Tuesday. 


Yet, Ontario had hotly disputed an 
initial recommendation to put the court 
facilities near Guasti Park on Archi- 
bald Avenue, a stone’s throw from the 
adjoining cities’ boundaries.

Fourth graders raising 
funds to save bald eagle

The bald eagles have 
left their winter home in 
the San Bernardino 
Mountains for their nests 
in Canada and Alaska, 
and a class of fourth 
graders at Upland’s Sier- 
ra Vista School want as- 
surances they will return 
for many winters to 
come. 

So they are raising mon- 
ey, under the supervision 
of teacher Bettie Guthrie, 
to help the San Bernardi- 
no Valley Audubon Socie- 
ty preserve bald eagle 
habitat areas of Big Bear 
and Baldwin Lakes. 

The children are selling 
eagle pins, have already 
collected $175 from a 
lunchtime bake sale, and 
plan to distribute some 
500 helium balloons — at 
50 cents each — for all 
Sierra Vista students to 
release on April 2. Some 
youngsters have volun- 
teered to speak before the 
Rotary and Kiwanis serv- 
ice clubs, soliciting dona- 
tions for their cause. 

All funds go into a Save 
the Eagles savings ac- 
count, Guthrie said. 
There is no set goal; the 
children will raise as 
much as they can. 

They know the bald ea- 
gle is the national sym- 
bol. They also know it is 
rare to see one in the 
wild, and that Big Bear 
and Baldwin Lakes pro- 
vide that rare opportuni- 
ty. About 20 eagles come 
each November to escape 
the harsh winters to the 
north. They leave each 


spring. 

What the children may 
not know is their money 
will help pay the Audubon 
Society’s legal fees. 

The Audubon Society — 
along with the U.S. For- 
est Service, the Nature 
Conservancy and other 
public interest groups — 
is suing San Bernardino 
County for approving 
plans for a cemetery on 
the north shore of Bald- 
win Lake. 

The area is a “perch- 
ing’ (feeding) area for 
bald eagles, and contains 
some 14 species of rare 
and endangered plants. 

Larry Laprie, conserva- 
tion chairman for the so- 
ciety, explained that the 
Audubon Society is suing 
the county for approving 
the cemetery project with 
knowledge that it may 
have an adverse impact 
on the environment. 

“Even though the envi- 
ronmental impact report 
recommended that they 
find an alternate site...” 
Laprie said, ‘“‘the (coun- 


oer 
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the project as proposed. 
So we sued them.” 

Nature Conservancy, a 
nationwide public interest 
group purchasing wild- 
lands for preservation, 
has already purchased 
100 of the 200 acres of 
privately owned land on 
the north shore. The or- 
ganization will make the 
area a wildlife reserve. 
Audubon Society Presi- 
dent Eugene Cardiff said 
that the conservancy was 
prepared to buy the cem- 
etery project area also, 
but that the developer — 
Gold Mountain Memorial 
Park, Inc. — wouldn’t 
sell. 

And Gold Mountain 
wouldn’t move, either. 
The Forest Service has 
offered several other par- 
cels for a land trade, all 
of which have been re- 
jected. The society decid- 
ed it had to fight this in 
court, Cardiff said, even 
though it may financially 
drain the organization. 

“This is one that we had 
to stop, and we're still 
hoping for a land trade,” 
Cardiff said. ‘‘This partic- 


ular thing, if it goes to 
court, will break our Au- 
dubon Society. It may 
cost the Audubon Society 
$10,000.” 

Another project that will 
require still more funding 
is opposition to a condom- 
inium development pro- 
posed by Watt Industries 


_ for the southeast shore of 


Big Bear Lake, near 
Stanfield Crossing. 
“That’s their (the ea- 
gles’) main feeding area, 
and they need the shore- 
line,’ Laprie said. ‘In 
that place,” he went on, 
“eagles perch on the 
ground, on the shoreline, 
right in front of this Watt 
property. Last fall we 
saw nine of them... they 
sit around on the ice and 
steal fish from each oth- 
er.” 

Watt is proposing some 
200 condominiums, some 
with boat docks, for use 
on a time-sharing basis. 
The Big Bear Lake City 
Council will consider final 
approval of this project 
after an environmental 
impact report is complet- 
ed. In the interim, voters 






may adopt a city mea- 
sure in the April election 
that would limit time- 
sharing condominiums to 
25 — effectively killing 
the Watt proposal. 

But the Upland school 





children don’t care so 
much about city politics 
and developers’ dreams. 
They just want to see an 
eagle in their lifetime. 

“No one’s against con- 
dos,’’ teacher Guthrie 


summarized, ‘‘but here 
we have it (eagle habitat) 
right in our own back- 
yard. It’s just that the 
children would like to 
have the opportunity to 
see an eagle.”

Airport pulling out 
of two-year plunge 


Ontario International Airport seems to be well 
out of it’s two-year tailspin as airline passenger 
traffic at the local airport increased for the fourth 
consecutive month in February. 

“We showed a 21 percent increase in scheduled 
airline passengers, with 128,325 using Ontario in 
February, 1982 compared to 106,205 in February, 
1981,’”’ Airport Manager Robert E. Quincey said. 

“ don’t think any airport in Southern California 
is doing as well as Ontario during these economic 
hard times,” he said. “It just goes to show you 
what’s possible when you have an active community 
behind you.”’ 

Air cargo also showed a hefty 1,298 percent 
increase in February compared to the same month 
last year, the result of new regular use of OIA by 
United Parcel Service. 

In February 1981, OIA received 521,180 pounds of 
cargo, compared to nearly 7.3 million pounds last 
month. 

Commuter traffic at OIA, slipping in recent 
months, showed a 46 percent decrease in February. 
The number of passengers were down from 12,613 in 
February of last year to 6,793 this year. 

Ironically, airport officials said that declining 
figure can be read as a sign of health for the local 
facility. 

“This decrease can be attributed to the fact that 
more people are flying directly from Ontario to 
destinations across the country, instead of taking the 
commuter hop into LAX (Los Angeles International 
Airport) and departing from there,” Michael DiGi- 
rolamo, assistant airport manager, said. 

“Ontario is coming into its own as a major 
Southern California air terminal. The steady in- 
creases in passenger traffic during normally slow 
times proves it,’’ he said. 

The number of air carrier ‘“movements,’’ take- 
offs and landings, increased about 12 percent, up 
from 1,944 in February of 1981 to 2,185 last month. 


Air taxi movements, which carry commuter 
passengers to other nearby airports, were down 
nearly 48 percent, from 1,931 landings and take-offs 
last year to 1,014 in February. 


Following a recent trend, the number of military 
and general aviation flights also continued to 
dwindle. The number of military flights in February 
was 645, compared to 944 during the same month 
last year. That is a 32 percent drop. General 
aviation dropped 52 percent from 8,505 movements 
in February of last year to 4,055 last month.

SAN DIEGO — In a landmark decision destined 
to reshape California’s financial industries, state 
Banking Superintendent Richard M. Dominguez 
Thursday approved the merger of San Diego-based 
Equality Savings & Loan Association with Common- 
wealth Bank of Hawthorne — the first merger in the 
nation of a financially healthy bank and savings and 
loan into one institution. 

The broad ruling brings to a head a simmering 
debate in California about whether state regulators 
should continue to force savings and loans to remain 
tied to their current, narrow role of making home 
loans or whether they should be allowed to diversify 
and make a wide range of business and consumer 
loans as commercial banks are now empowered. 

“Given the current economic environment, rapid 
and continuing deregulation of financial institutions 
on a federal level, and high and volatile interest 
rates, institutions (banks and S&Ls) are seeking 
new ways to respond and compete in the market- 
place,” Dominguez said in an interview after his 
ruling. ‘In this case, there were two entities in the 
private sector attempting to adjust and respond to 
those changes. 


“We, as regulators, also should be responding — 
and we have demonstrated that we will allow them 
to make those adjustments.” 

“We're pleased that (California regulators) had 
the common sense to recognize the reasonableness 
of our transaction,” said Jerry Bills, president of 
Equality Savings. “‘And especially (for recognizing ) 
that our stockholders have the right to determine 
what is in the best interests of the company they 
own.” 

Many savings and loan executives, housing activ- 
ists and even the state’s savings and loan commis- 
sioner believe that S&Ls should continue to have a 
mandated commitment to housing and that they not 
be allowed to disappear into commercial banks 
through mergers and acquisitions. 

Others, such as Bills, maintain that without new 
powers and abilities savings and loans ill wither 
and cease to be viable economic powers in any 
market. 

“We anticipate that real estate lending activity of 
the merged institutions will increase rather than 
decrease,” said Bills, whose S&L is both profitable 
and expanding. 

The proposed merger still must be approved by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp.

Equality Savings & Loan will cease to exist and its 
personnel and all deposits and loans will be ab- 
sorbed by Commonwealth Bank, which is building a 
San Diego regional office. Equality Savings has 
about $4 million in assets, while Commonwealth 
Bank has $79 million in assets. 

Dominguez said the state banking department 
will accept similar applications from other savings 
and loans and banks. ‘‘We will judge each case on 
its own merits, and in the same manner as a hank 
merging with another bank,” he said. 


Dominguez said he “philosophically” favors giv- 
ing banks and savings and loans the ability to 
convert from one to another, although he said there 
are some legal and procedural impediments to such 
a transaction which his department is attempting to 
remove. 


“I don’t know if this decision will open the 
floodgates” to other S&Ls seeking similar types of 
transactions, Dominguez said. ‘“‘But I would encour- 
age them to think about it and see if it makes 
business sense for them.” 

On Wednesday, California Savings and Loan 
Commissioner Linda Tsao Yang approved the ac- 
quisition of failing Kern Savings & Loan by Central 
Pacific Corp., a commercial bank holding company.

AICCU official Frank Jones said 45 of the 58 
campuses in the statewide association have shown 
an interest in the program, but some of the larger 
campuses, including Stanford and the University of 
Southern California, may operate similar but inde- 
pendent programs. 

At USC, financial aid director Dr. Michael H. 
Halloran said that USC has proposed its own $20 
million bond program to help provide student loans, 
but will offer all possible help, encouragement and 
support to the AICCU proposal. 

“It is to the advantage of the smaller colleges 
and universities to get together in a program like 
this because the setup and administrative costs of 
such a bond issue don’t reach the break-even point 
until the bond issue goes over about $3 million,” 
Halloran said. 

The colleges and universities supporting the 
proposed bond will be expected to put up about 
$5,000 in initial operating funds for every $1 million 
they expect to draw out of the bond. 

Should the bonds not sell, or should the program 
otherwise not go into operation after state approval, 
the campuses will lose this money. 

The campuses also will be required to agree to be 
ready to subscribe to a reserve fund equal to 15 
percent of the loans made under the program to 
meet any contingencies.

Taxpayer must stand for his 
return even if preparer did it

Approximately 38 percent of all U.S. taxpayers 
hire someone to prepare their tax returns for them, 
according to the Federal Trade Commission. But, 
the FTC adds, even if you do pay for assistance, you 
are responsible for making sure your taxes are 
prepared accurately. 

So it is important to hire someone who is 
trustworthy, reliable and up to date with the tax 
laws. The FTC advises shopping around to find the 
tax preparer best for you. 

The Internal Revenue Service will answer ques- 
tions although it won't stand behind the advice given 
you if it is wrong. 

If you are 60 or older, the FTC reports, you can 
get free tax assistance from the National Retired 
Teachers Association and the American Association 
of Retired Persons. For more information, contact 


Tax-Aide, NRTA-AARP, 1909 K St., N.W., Washing-

There are various types of professional tax 
preparers: 

The enrolled agent — who is certified by the IRS 
after having worked five years as an IRS auditor or 


after passing a government exam. Enrolled agents 


are authorized to represent you before the IRS. 

The certified public accountant. (CPA) — who has 
passed a professional qualifying exam, and can 
represent you before the IRS. The FTC reports a 
public accountant cannot represent you before the 
IRS 


The attorney — who has passed a bar exam but 
may or may not have special tax training (some do, 
and they list themselves in the Yellow Pages). 
Members of the bar may represent you before the 
IRS. 
The FTC reports other individuals who prepare 
taxes may have special training or experience, and 





some tax-preparation firms have extensive training 
and experience requirements for their staffs. 

The following is how the FTC advises you to go 
about selecting a tax preparer. 


Inquire about the training and experience: of a 
tax preparer. If you have a complex tax situation, 
you will probably wish to consider a CPA, account- 
ant or tax attorney. Generally, the higher the skill 
level of tax preparer, the higher the fee. 

Ask how accuracy is checked. Is there a double- 
check system? What type errors are sought — 
arithmetic only, or also law interpretation? 

Ask how the fee will be determined. 

Ask how the preparer can be contacted later if 
the IRS calls for an audit. 

Ask if the preparer can represent you before the 
IRS if there’s an audit. . 

Here are some do’s and don’ts: 

— Do list all the deductions you can, as advised 
by the tax preparer. 

— Do not list any that are dishonest, like a gift to 
charity you didn’t really give. 

— If you use the services of a tax preparer, do 
have the preparer sign your completed return, 
including his or her Social Security number or 
Federal Identification number. 

— Do not sign a blank tax return. 

— Do read your tax booklet.

Master

Dear Master Gardener: 
- .@. Last year my tomatees produced lush green 
foliage, but few tomatoes. What can I do this year to 
improve tomato production? 

-.&. In this area, blossom drop or lack of fruit set 
poften'a problem. It ean result from extremes of 
temperature (below 55 or over 90 degrees), oy 
“improper irrigation, overuse of nitrogen, or smog. If 
‘the problem is one of several nights of temperatures 
below 55 degrees, fruit set can be improved with the 
use of fruit setting hormones which are available in 
most retail nurseries. - : 


~ When the daytime temperatures consistently 
exceed 90 degrees, fruit set failure may be expected 
in many varieties. Fruit setting hormones are not 
effective in hot weather, and the best course is to 
maintain the plants in as healthy a growing 
condition as possible. 

Tomatoes are deep rooted; enough water should 
be applied to moisten the soil to a depth of three 
feet. Allowing the soil in most of the root zone to 
become dry will result in blossom drop as well as 
small-sized fruit and lowered yields. Coversely, 
given a strong push in the early stages with too 
much nitrogen and all the water it can use, it may 
go right on producing foliage at the expense of fruit. 

Q. We have experienced difficulty in raising 
strawberries and would like to know what we can do 
to improve our yield? 

A. Strawberries need sunlight during most of the 
day to develop the best size, color and flavor. It is 
best to plant them where they will not be shaded by 
trees or shrubs, or have to compete for soil nutrients 
and water. 

The soil should be prepared to a depth of 8-10 
inches and well rotted manure should be worked in. 
If steer manure is used, it should be at the rate of 10 
pounds per, 100 square feet. Strawberries have 
shallow roots and need moisture throughout the 
growing season. The soil should be wet to a depth of 
12 to 15 inches, and the water should be applied in 
the morning hours to allow the berries to dry out 


during the daylight hours. 
In addition to the inal manure worked into 
the beds, fertilizer should be added at least three 


more times a year. It is also important to cut off all 
runners as they develop, except those kept to __ 
replace dead or weak plants in the stand. 

Q. Several years ago I ordered some zoysia grass 
through an ad in the paper. It did not do well. Will 
zoysia grow locally? 

_. A. It is likely that the zoysia grass you ordered 
was Meyer Zoysia. Meyer Zoysia does well in the 
East and Midwest but has not proved to be a success 
in this area. 

During the past several years, work has been 
done on varieties for this area, and several varieties 
have been developed that perform well. 

A check with your local nursery or sod farm will 
let you know what is available. Zoysia grass is slow 
to become established, but, for the patient, will 
provide a long lasting turf that has a high 
temperature tolerance, requires little fertilizer, and 
is resistent to disease. 


Q. I want to plant an orange tree. Can you tell me 
the difference between the Washington navels and 
valencias? : 

A. Both of these varieties will do well in our area, 
and many people.plant both to provide fruit . 
throughout the year. The W: gton navel orange 
is an early variety, maturing November to 
February. It is an excellent dessert fruit, is 
seedless, and can be held on the tree from three to 
four months. The valencia is a late variety maturing 
from April.to June. The fruit can usually be stored 
on the tree until September or October. 


Q. Whee should I start fertilizing my bermuda 
grass? 

A. Warm season grasses such as bermuda are 
coming out of dormancy, and new green growth is a 
signal to fertilize. Feeding as saon as possible helps 
a lawn to break winter dormancy earlier and gives 
it a head start on weeds.

Potting Soil 
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Even with long-term illness 


death comes as sad shock

SAN DIEGO — Doctors 
still don’t know what hap- 
pened that March day in 
1973: a stroke, aneurysm, 
blockage of the carotid 
artery. Extensive tests 
revealed no blood clot, no 
tumor, no definitive evi- 
dence. 

Suddenly, a vibrant 58- 
year-old man — who had 
always seemed indestruc- 
tible — could drag him- 
self only a few feet, then 
was being carried by 
stretcher from our subur- 
ban Cardiff home. 

My father soon lapsed 
into unconsciousness and, 
after a series of tests, 
doctors gave us the heart- 
breaking prognosis: he 
would be gone within 
days, if not hours. 

Then began what his 
doctor called ‘‘the long- 
est, most amazing strug- 
gle’’ he has ever seen. 

But “struggle” is hardly 
the right word; it was 
more like a nine-year 
quest for a miracle that 


2 enveloped dad, my moth- 





er, my brother, Ed, and 


me. 

After dad spent four 
months in the hospital, all 
of it in intensive-care and 
constant-care units, we 
decided it was time for 
him to return to the home 
he loved so much. 

To the green sloping 
grounds he had walked 
with our feisty mutt Char- 
lie, stopping to suck in 
the fresh air and gaze at 
the ocean, which, he once 
said, ‘‘seems so close you 
feel you can almost touch 
it’? when the sun bounces 
off the water late in the 
day; to his own makeshift 
laboratory in an ugly

The par- 
ent group focuses on is- 
sues regarding behavior 
management, communi- 
cation, constructive ways 
to deal with anger and 
stress and the importance 
of self-esteem. 

On May 4, a new 11- 
week group program is 
being offered to children 
from 6 to 12 years old.
